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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 



Due to reduced expenditures and careful planning, it is 
again p(Baible, for the second consecutive year, to report a sub- 
stantial balance in the Town Treasury. 

As it was impossible to prematurely reduce the present 
bonded indebtedness of the Town, it w^as felt advisable to invest 
a sum in U. S. Treasury Bonds. 

On May 29th, the W. P. A. manual projects were closed, at 
which time the seven men then on the payroll were transferred to 
a State sponsored project. The work done by the W. P. A. in 
Proctor during the last seven years is something every citizen 
can be proud of. During those trying years, our operating ex- 
penses were reheved of a heavy burden. The Town and Village 
have benefitted much by this program, with many attractive and 
worthwhile improvements having been made. 

It has not been necessary to add any new equipment this 
year. The trucks and other machines are all in first class order. 
We are hopeful that they will last for the duration. 

Payments of Old Age Assistance by the State to persons 
in Proctor from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942 amounted 
to $2,481.50. 

The State Department of Public Welfare by monthly grants 

has aided four families. 

Government commodities totaling 7,781 lbs. have been 

received this year and distributed to approved families. 

With the increased employment throughout the land, 
families formerly on relief have now found work and are able to 
support themselves. It is a jileasure to report that at the present 
time the Town is not supporting any able-bodied person. 

We ext,end our heartfelt gratitude to those citizens and 
former residents of Proctor who have served, now are serving, or 
shall ser\'-e Our Coimtry in the Armed Forces. 

Through the cooperation of our citizens and the Federal 
and State Officials, we have completed another successful year. 
To each and everyone of you we express our appreciation.

HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 

Our general plan for Highway improvement has been greatly 
curtailed this year due to the shortage of help and our inabilty 
to acquire certain materials. 

It was possible to give Taylor Avenue and Market Street, 
two applications of tar, and South St. and East St. a seal coat. 

To maintain the roads with the equipment and materials 
that we had, has been our aim. 

A portion of the Florence Road was surfaced with screened 
gravel. The State and W. P. A. shared in the cost of this work. 

With our reduced force we are trying to keep our roads safe 
for limited winter travel, giving first attention to the principal 
routes and hills. 

Our assessment from the State for our share on the State 
Highway No. 3, the Fiast Proctor Road, is a new item in our 
report. This is only slightly more that the old item for summer 
patrol alone. Now the State assumes the entire responsibility for 
their portion of the highway.

PROCTOR DEFENSE COUNCIL 



The Proet-or Defense Council was organized March 25, 1941 
for the purpose of studying defense problems and training a 
group of men to assist the local authorities in preserving law and 
order in the event of an emergency caused by «il)oUigc or war. 

The Council at this time numbered in addition to the 
Selectmen and Trvistees, twenty Legionnaires who were assigned 
to protect our local iiiduHlry and twelve men appointed by the 
Selectmen and Trustees assigned to guard Town, Village and 
private property. 

This group functioned as a Civilian Defense Council until 
November 1st, 1941 when it was convenient to adopt the plan 
suggested for Civilian Defense by the Vermont Council of 
Safety. Following as closely as possible the suggestions outlined 
by the State Council in their bulletin No. 1, we have steadily 
grown from the original small group to our present organization 
of over 300 members. 

During the year we have passed through our training period. 
Regular training courses were held for the First Aiders in the 
medical unit and the Air Raid Wardens completed the course 
pr(!scribed for them by the State Council. The Guard unit 
drilled weekly at the Rutland Armory using the National Guard's 
rifl(is and equipment. The Fire deimrtment made necessary 
changes to cope with emergency conditions and all other units 
prepared themselves for the special duties assigned to them. 

Several Air Raid Precaution drills and Blackout tests were 
held during the year. On August 31, 1942 a State wide Air Raid 
precaution drill was held. Our Council was selected by the State 
to work out a series of problems planned by them. Each group 
carried out their part in a very realistic manner and the 210 
members that participated did an excellent job with the problems 
assigned to them and I am sure we all learned much that will 
tend to help us do better in the event we are faced with an actual 
emergency. 

Pri'iiarations for Civilian Defense are designed to minimize 
the effects of enemy air raids and acts of sabotage tipon the 
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persons and property of our citizens. Lack of preparations to 
effectively deal with such attacks will result in greater damage 
than need be the case. Therefore, it is to our mutual benefit to 
not only volunteer our services for duty but also prepare our- 
selves for the job assigned to us. 

The Control Center is at the Legion Room in the Mimiciiial 
Building, Dial 333 or Vermont Marble Company 17. Familiarize 
yourself with all the emergency signals, Blackout rules and Air 
Raid safety precautions. Remember, the Air Raid Warden is 
the person to seek aid from in an emergency. Therefore, it is 
to your advantage to know where your nearest Warden's Post is 
and how to contact the Warden in an emergency. 

My sincere thanks and appreciation for your cooperation 
and for the donations to the Council for carrying on this work.

Vermont Marblci Gom-paFny— we-i^k- wMstte. All traffic, except 
emergency vehicles, will draw to the side of the road and stop. 
The pubEc will take cover and remain there until the "All Clear" 
signal is sounded. Complete Blackout must be effected not 
later than two minutes after the beginning of the sounding of 
, the "Emei^ncy Alarm". 

All Clear: 

"White" or "Green Four" message. Two blasts on the 
^fire siren and two-long -blasts on the Vermont Marble Company 
wadfcffihisfcle- Air Raid and Blackout regulations will remain in 
force until the "All Clear" signal has been sounded. Members 
of the Defenfse Council will remain on duty under actual raid 
conditions until releaved or dismissed by their unit Commandcsr.

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 

Proctor has been comparatively free from contagious 
diseases during the past year, until the Christmas holidays, 
when an epidemic of measles occurred. Thus the record to date 
shows: 29 cases of measles, 1 of chicken pox, 1 of pertussis, 2 
of mumps, 4 of German measles and 1 of typhoid fever. 

The case of typhoid was traced to impure water from a 
spring. This was immediately remedied. No other cases de- 
veloped. 

Our village supply of water has continued to be pure for 
drinking purposes, as shown by pejnodic examinations at the 
State Laboratory. 

Complaints by several householders living in the vicinity 
of the village garbage dump were investigated. Improper 
conditions were corrected by the selectmen. 

The pre-school clinic, sponsored as in former years by the 
Proctor Parent-Teacher Association, was held in June, in the 
Junior High School building. There were 14 children success- 
fully vaccinated against smaU pox and 18 children were given 
diphtheria toxoid.
